The Illinois Centennial Com­ 
mission is p rep aring 
an 
elaborate 
p rogram for the occasion at Spring­ 
field, and throughout the entire state, 
school and community 
celebrations 
will be held at the same time. 
The 
Centennial 
Commission 
is 
urging that the celebrations be for­ 
ward look ing in p rep aration for the 
beginning of the second century of 
statehood and this will be the tone 
throughout. 
The celebration at Springfield will 
consist of a large mass meeting in 
the evening, preceded by a 
formal 
dinner. 
Invitations arev being sent 
to governors and public men of other 
states and a large attendance is ex­ 
pected. 
Several 
invitations 
have 
been issued to men of national rep u­ 
tation to come as speak ers but the 
Centennial Commission is 
not 
yet 
ready to announce the program. How­ 
ever, it promises that the speak ers 
will include two or three men of wide 
rep utation. 
December 3 Is the last event of 
Centennial Year. 
The 
Centennial 
celebration began on December 3 of 
last year with the observance of the 
beginning of the one-hundredth year 
of statehood. 
At that time, a ban­ 
quet was held at which ihe living ex­ 
governors— Joseph W. Fifcr, Richard 
Yates, Charles S. Deneen and Edward 
P. Dunne— were invited guests, and 
Governor Lowden presided.

The next event in Centennial Year 
was the celebration of Lincoln’s birth­ 
day.

On September 25 a celebration was

Press correspondent after the request 
had been transmitted by the Presi­ 
dent of the Council of the Austria- 
German republic.

men and women were busy digging 
beet roots. 
When the correspondent 
entered the gates he was met by an 
officer who conducted him to the sec­ 
ond story of the castle, where he was 
received by the former ruler. Charles 
wore a General’s unirorm and was ap ­ 
p arently vigorous and in good health, 
but he shows that he suffered k eenly 
through the collapse of his empire. 
He greeted the corresp ondent cordial­ 
ly and gripped his hand heartily.
